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INTRODUCTION 


The fascinating pursuit of book collecting 
has widened its appeal very considerably 
since the termination of the war, and owing 
to the great American raids on to the 
old and rare books of England the collector 
of moderate means finds it impossible to 
purchase the many desirable books of earlier 
times, in fine contemporary editions. A reali- 
sation of the virtues of our modern writers 
soon made itself apparent, and our English 
collectors turned their attentions to the modern 
first editions. 

With book collecting, it is true that what 
England thinks to-day, America will think 
to-morrow, and as a result of this, we have 
seen a remarkable rise in the values of first 
editions of books by our prominent writers 
of the last decade. This was undoubtedly 
due to the fact that American bookbuyers 
followed quickly upon the heels of the Eng- 
lish collectors, for it must be admitted that 
the dollar has exerted a powerful influence 
upon the estimated values of those books 
which have come within the collectors’ range. 

The effect was evident when the first 
editions of the works of Joseph Conrad 
became the demand a year or two after the 
war, and other authors’ works followed in 
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succession; Hudson, Kipling, Barrie, Mase- 
field, Drinkwater, and James Stephens being 
most in demand. Gradually the circle widened, 
bringing into notice many authors worth col- 
lecting; and some who have been relegated to 
the past, as far as the first edition market 
is concerned. 

A peculiarity of the market was the com- 
parative neglect of many authors whose books 
may be said to comprise the best literature 
of the age. Three of England’s greatest 
authors, Shaw, Galsworthy and Wells were 
only collected by the discerning few, and until 
the middle of 1928, the first editions of Shaw 
were obtainable at one tenth of the prices 
of the present year. 

The meteoric rise in the values of the first 
editions of Galsworthy even surprised the 
supposedly alert English dealers, and a year 
ago the statement made by myself in the 
preface to The Personal Library by Hasle- 
hurst Greaves, that a first edition of the Forsyte 
Saga was worth eight pounds, was sufficient 
to cause reviewers to doubt my sanity. In 
the London Mercury in particular, the state- 
ment was challenged, but my offer to the 
reviewer to purchase any good copies at six 
pounds did not bring forward a single copy. 
Yet the reviewer truthfully stated that there 
were ten thousand copies of the first edition 
issued, and the book could not be scarce. 

The old law of supply and demand can 
make an edition of ten thousand quite in- 
sufficient, for books do not always preserve 
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the fine state desired by collectors, after they 
have been in circulation for several years. 

However, the truth of my assertion has 
proved itself, and to-day a “ mint ” copy of 
the first edition is worth twenty pounds, 
and will be worth many times this amount 
within the next two or three years. 

This business of collecting modern first 
editions is simply a logical outcome of various 
conditions and facts. We know that book 
collecting is an old and favourite hobby and 
one which is to be praised and supported 
by all lovers of literature. 

The vagaries and fluctuations of the book 
collecting public’s opinions are due to the 
reactions of disappointed bibliophiles whose 
hunting grounds have been invaded by the 
wealthy connoisseurs. It ' may be said that 
the modest collector picks up the gems 
for the rich collector’s crown, and the greater 
the number of crowns, the greater number 
of gems are needed. We have seen the 
first edition of Galsworthy’s M.an of Property 
fetch nearly two hundred pounds in the sale 
rooms, and Shaw’s Plays Pleasant and Un- 
pleasant approach near to the hundred pounds. 
We will see the first editions or books 
by Wells, Coppard, De la Mare, Drinkwater, 
Walpole, Tomlinson, and other moderns rise 
to greater heights, and even the long despised 
first editions of Tennyson will be the emeralds 
for the diadems of the mighty book collector 
kings of to-morrow. The rare modern books 
pass out of the reach of the less wealthy col- 



lectors and in consequence the reaction favours 
the books of other authors worth collecting, 
and so we have the phases and the crazes for 
first editions of different authors from time 
to time. 

There are, however, many pitfalls to be 
avoided by the collector, and a sound biblio- 
graphical knowledge is required by the col- 
lector who aims to provide himself with a 
library of books worthy of his work and 
study. The literature of books on books is 
wide, and many admirable volumes have been 
written, but there is a surprising lack of books 
suitable for use as collectors’ “ tools.” 

This is probably due to the conservative 
nature of the average book dealer who believes 
that knowledge of books is a thing acquired 
by a life-long study and which should not 
be broadcast to the multitude, or it may be due 
to the inability of the dealer of “ the old school ” 
to write on those things which he knows. 

It is reasonable to assume that the best 
books for book collectors should come from 
the pens of the men who live by the experience 
of books, and although this book does not 
claim to be worthy of classification under 
this heading, it is an endeavour to put facts 
in print which will help collectors to buy 
the right issues at the right prices. 

A word of warning is necessary with 
respect to the prices quoted. They are in 
all cases those obtainable for very good or 
fine copies, and it should be a matter for 
the use of the purchaser’s own judgment 
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when offered copies which fall short of the 
required “ collectors’ state.” Further it must 
be added that the prices are subject to fluctua- 
tions, and due allowance must be made for 
this contingency. In order to make the 
points themselves the chief merit of the book, 
detailed collations and descriptions of the 
books have been omitted, but the biblio- 
graphies of the works of many of the 
authors mentioned can be consulted for 
further particulars.

Misleading statements about the different 
issues of this book have caused many collectors 
to pay high prices for copies which, in point of 
fact, are not of the earliest issue of the book. 

The, by now, famous dropped ‘ o ’ on page 
365 appears in all the various states of the 
book, and in all states there are copies with 
the ‘o’ in its proper place. This might 
rather alarmingly complicate the number of 
issues if it had any significance. Still more 
alarming would have been the discoveries 
by the spotters of points if their alertness 
had extended to other errors in the imposi- 
tion of the type. These errors, including 
the one on page 365, are entirely devoid of 
significance. They are due to imperfections 
in the type-metal, and it cannot be said with 
any certitude, at what stage of the printing 
the type began to telescope. Even if this 
were known, still no deduction could be 
drawn from it, for, surely, it is the order of 
issue by the publisher that counts, and not 
the order of printing. 

No one can say in what order the sheets would 
be picked up by the gatherers, sewed by the 
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SIEGFRIED SASSOON 

sewers, bound by the binders, delivered to 
the publishers or issued by them to the book- 
sellers. It is the last point which is important 
to the collector and, with the kind assistance 
of the author and the publisher, we have been 
enabled to elucidate the problem. 

The book appears in four different forms, 
which may be divided into two different 
classes. All four forms have the top edges 
trimmed and coloured saffron. 

Class I. has the fore-edges rough-trimmed, 
leaving a certain number of unopened pages. 
The number of pages unopened may vary 
from half-a-dozen or so to one or two openings 
in each section of the book. 

Form (a) of this class has the lower edges 
also rough-trimmed, while in form (b) the 
lower edges are entirely untrimmed. 

A copy which conforms to either of these 
forms is a first issue of the book, irrespective 
of the presence or absence of misprints. 
Actually the condition of the lower edges 
is due entirely to the amount trimmed from 
the top. Where the guillotine cut deeply into 
the top margin, the lower edges have been 
left untrimmed, as otherwise the sheets would 
have been too short for the binding. 

Class II. Form (a) has the fore and lower 
edges entirely untrimmed. Form {b) has all 
the edges trimmed smooth. 

In either of these forms a copy is of the second 
issue. The trimmed copies were intended for 
the circulating libraries.

In point of fact the untrimmed copies were 
issued to the libraries, and a fine copy of this 
form is correspondingly rarer than the other 
form. 

In addition to the information about this 
particular book, we hope that these few 
remarks will induce caution on the part of 
those who are too apt to jump to conclusions, 
and to infer from a bibliographical peculiarity 
in one or more copies of any book that what 
may be merely a curiosity is necessarily an 
indication of rarity or priority of issue. 

There is no evidence that copies with the 
dropped ‘ o ’ are even rarer than others. In 
fact, from experience of the copies that we 
have examined, we feel confident that the 
contrary is the case.
